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Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Hawai’<len  Riiral  District  for  the  year  1957* 

The  Registrar  General*  s estimatQ,d  population  for  mid-year 
1957  is  35>o90  an  increase  of  900  over  the  estimated  population 
of  34,990  in  mid  195^* 

The  birth  rate,  death  rate  and  case  rates  for  certain 
infectious  diseases  are  based  on  this  population  figure  of  35,890 
whilst  both  birth  and  death  rates  are  corrected  by  applying  a 
comparability  factor  of  1.02  in  the  case  of  births  and  1.2b  in  the 
case  of  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  live. births  in  1957  was  599>  this  being 
6 more  than  in  I956,  when  total  live  births  numbered  593.  The. 
birth  rate  for  the  year  is  17»3  por  1,000. of  the  home  population 
as  compared  with  a birth  rate  of  16*9  195^  and  a rate  of  16 •! 

(estimated)  for  England  and  Wales  in  1957* 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year 
was  3I2  as  compared  with  397  195^,  a:,  decrease  of  o5»  The 

death  rate  for  1957  is  10. 9 per  1,000  of  the  homo  population  as 
compared  with  a rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11. 5 and  a rate  of 
11.6  for  the  District  in  1955* 

There  wore  11  deaths  in  infants  under  the  ago  of  1 year, 

6 loss  than  in  I956.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  18 *3  por  1,000 
live  births  as  compared  with  a rate  of  23. 0 for  England  and  Wales 
and  a rate  for  the  District  of  29*7  1956*  A table  analysing  the 

causes  of  infantile  deaths  and  further  comments  are  embodied  in  the 
report. 

The  principle  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  (17-21  Inclusive  in  the  Table  - Causes  of  Death) 
which  group  of  diseases  accounted  for  I43  of  the  312  death?  which 
occurred  during  the  year,  that  is  45*5^  of  all  deaths.  Cancer 
(all  forms)  accounted  for  59  of  the  312  deaths  which  is  18.9^  of 
the  total,  and  together  with  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  accounted  for  202  or  64.7^  of  the  total  deaths.  Last  year 
the  comi)arativo  figures  for  those  two  groups  of  diseases  wore  247 
or  65*9^  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  lung, and  bronchus  was  the 
cause  of  12  deaths  as  compared  with  16  in  195^*  A further  note  on 
deaths  from  caner  is  Included  in  the  report. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  ^1,2  occurred  in  persons  over 
the  ago  of  70  years  and  37*5^  ‘tbo  ago  group  45-69  years,  so  that 
88.7^  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of  45  years. 

Tuberculosis  was. the  cause  of  death  in  5 persons,  a rate  of 
0..3  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  vi/ith  a rate  of  0.11 
for  England  and  Wales. 

For  the  tenth  year  in  succession  thero  were  no  deaths  from 
diphtheria  nor  was  any  confirmed  case  notified. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases,  scarlet  fever  cases  notified 
wore  5 in  1957,  compared  with  I3  cases  in  1956,  whilst  4 cases  of 
acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified  as  compared  with  1 case  in  I956. 
Measles,  127  oases  showed  35  less  than  last  yoor.  Pnoumonia~l6 
cases  and  11  deaths.  Whooping  caugh  again  showed  a fall  since  I956 
from  18  to  12,  the  lowest  so  far  notified  since  I946.  Tuberculosis, 

26  cases  notified  was  the  same  as  last  year.

DEATHS  mOU  TUBERCULOSIS.

PREVAIENCS  AND  CONTROL  0?  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


DIPHTHERIA 

Dipiitheria  Prophlactic  AntiS^  is  issued  free  to  Medical 
Practitioners  for  the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

All  records  relating  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are 
forv/arded  by  Medical  Practitioners  or  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers  to  the  Department  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  County  Council  how  provide  for  children  to  be 
protected  against  Diphtheria  and  ’Vhooping  Cough  by  use  of  a 
combined  Antigen. 

VACCINATION 


Va.ccinations  were  carried  cut  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

During  the  year  no  smallpox  contacts  entered  the  area  from 
infected  ships  or  aircraft. 

CLEANSINCt  and  DISINFECTION 

During  the  year  no  demands  v/ere  made  for  the  cleansing 
of  and  disinfestation  of  verminous  persons. 

In  a.ll  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  death  resulting  from 
Tuberculosis  as  well  as  in  all  cases  where  it  is  considered 
advisable,  the  houses  of  the  patients  are  thoroughly  disin- 
fected by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Facilities  arc  available  at  the  Isolation  Hosi^ital  for 
the  steam  disinfection  of  bedding,  but  this  Hospital  is  now 
under  the  control  of  the  North  wales  Hospital  Board  with  whom 
co-operation  is  maintained.
